Possible future changes: installation of soffit ventilation of roof, installation of chimney 
caps, extension of downspouts to 4 feet from house and repainting of exterior. 

A motion was made by Commissioner Guthrie to approve project as described. Wood trim to 
be repaired in kind as needed, and replace plexi-glass with tempered glass. Future work 
approved at this time to replace in kind. The motion was 2"‘^ by Commissioner Meister. All 
voted in favor of the motion. Ms. Robinson will be the monitor for the project.

8:30pm Discussion for 15 Colonial Drive- Informal Discussion. Jana Chaudhuri and Peter 
McAuliffe have plans to demolish the house at 15 Colonial Drive. Ms. Chaudhuri presented 
research of the history of Kelwyn Manor and the significance of their house in the Manor.
